The best results are obtained on a deep, rich sandy loam. If wanted very early, sow in hot-beds and transplant, cutting 
ofl the outer leaves; or for general crop, sow as soon as the ground will permit in drills eighteeninches apart and thin out to 
three inches in the row. We prefer to sow very thickly, not less than eight pound per acre, for the reason that late spring frosts 
often kill off a portion of the plants; but if sown thickly, enough is generally left to make a good stand which amply repays for 
the extra cost of afew pounds of seed. The thinnings when properly handled will more than pay for the labor of thinning. At 
the low price of 75c per 100 roots they are a very profitable crop, as about 100,0(0 roots can be grown per acre. For winter 
marketing sow in June or July. If possible always sow in freshly prepared scil, and never omit to press it firmly over the seed.
